Duo examines new racial identities 


This is the first study 
examining ‘Blaxicans’ 
in the U.S.

As the number of multi-ethnic peo- 
ple continues to grow, it can sometimes 
be difficult for them to find their place 
in society. 


Rebecca Romo and _ Shigueru 
Tsuha addressed the emergence of 
two such groups in California dur- 
ing their lecture, “Emerging Racial- 
Ethnic Identities: Japanese Peruvians 
and ‘Blaxicans’ in California” Mon- 
day afternoon inside the Karl Anatol 
Center. 

Romo, a minority fellow at the 
American Sociological Association, 
conducted the first study examining 
“Blaxicans” in the U.S. and found that 
people who fall under that category 
oftentimes have a hard time identify- 
ing with either group because they are 
labeled either not black enough or not 


Mexican enough by people of both 


‘races. 


She also stressed that family and 
peers play an important role in shaping 
the identity of these multi-ethnic indi- 
viduals. 

“Family within the home is where 
we socialize and where we learn our 
values and our norms most strongly, 
through our parents and our grand- 
parents,” Romo said. “I noticed that 
when participants started going to 
school, that’s probably when they 
started thinking about their racial

Archaeologists, community mem- 
bers and students filled the University 
Student Union Beach Auditorium yes- 
terday to listen to author and archae- 
ologist Susan Heuck Allen discuss her 
latest book. 

Allen’s book, “Classical Spies: 
American Archaeologists with the OSS 
in WWII Greece,” which took nearly a 
decade to complete, was published in 
2011. The book focuses on Allen’s ad- 
ventures as an archaeologist in Greece. 

The Archeological Institute of 
America and Eta Sigma Phi, an honor 
society for students of Greek, Latin and 
Classical studies, sponsored the pre- 
sentation as part of the honor society’s 
100th anniversary. 

A graduate of Brown University, Al- 

_ len started her career as a dirt archae- 
ologist working in countries such as 
Cyprus, Israel and Knossos. 

Allen started her presentation with 
an image of a metal pan filled with sand 
and five tall candles, a Greek tradition 
she later explained to the audience. 

“In Greek churches, people would 
light a single candle of an individual’s 
action that was symbolic,” she said. 

Allen discussed her experience of 
studying archaeologist spies in Greece 
and the relationships she developed 
with many Greeks who lived through 
Wwil. 

She also spoke about her bond witha 
Greek woman named Clio, explaining 
that it took six years to gain Clio’s trust

Students react to nearby earthquake 


A 2.7 earthquake shakes classrooms and 
projectors on campus.

Some students were surprised 
to feel the ground shake yesterday 
after a 2.7 magnitude earthquake 
struck one mile from Rossmoor 


at 3:05 p.m., according to the United 
States Geological Survey. 

“J thought something big had fell 
[on] the floor above me,’ junior psy- 
chology major Alexandra Espinoza 
said. “[I didn’t think it was an earth- 
quake until] the chair of the department 
came out and asked me if I felt it.” 

Vichaya Chantamoke, a freshman 
computer science major, said he was on 
the second floor of the Academic Ser- 
vices building when the earthquake hit. 


“T was in class; everybody felt it,” 
he said. “We saw the projector shaking 
around, and that’s how we knew. It was 
a quick jolt. It didn’t last very long.” 

Senior healthcare administration 
major Raymond Brown said he felt it 
too. 

“T slightly felt it? he said. “My 
chair rolled forward a little bit, and I 
smacked my knee. I wasn’t sure if it 
was an earthquake or not until some- 
one told me it was an earthquake.” 

Most students said they would not be 
prepared if a bigger earthquake struck 
Southern California. They said that 


yesterday’s small tremor wouldn’t spur 
them to change that. 

“We all hear about the Big One com- 
ing, but I think a lot of us would not 
be prepared. I know I wouldn’t be,” 
said Maria Victoria, a senior sociology 
major. “It seems like every time sum- 
mer is approaching, these little earth- 
quakes come and go. It hasn’t scared 
me enough to go buy supplies yet.” 

Junior sociology major Hugo Aran- 
da said he isn’t ready for a large earth- 
quake either. 

“J don’t think I am prepared,” he 
said. “I don’t have any extra water or 
canned food. I think most of California 
is that way ... We feel like we have a 
certain amount of time or think, ‘Oh, it 
won’t happen in my time.”

Tsuha, the executive director of 
the Dolores Huerta Labor Institute, 
found that the way he identified him- 
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self changed as he was conducting his 
study. 

“Up until very late in college, I 
didn’t really identify as Japanese,” he 
said. “I considered myself Latino. All 
my friends were Latino, and my mom 
cooked Peruvian food. However, dur- 
ing my research, something changed. 


Earn units toward 
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I asked myself: ‘Why am I denying 
this part of my identity?’” 

Romo was adamant that, even today, 
people who are black or mixed with 
black continue to be the target of preju- 
dice. 

“I think anyone that’s mixed with 
black experiences the most prejudice 
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in our society because there’s a 
racial hierarchy where whites 
are at the top and blacks are at 
the bottom,” Romo said. “I think 
multi-racials that are mixed with 
black, a lot of them fall into some 
of the same experiences that Afri- 
can Americans go through.” 

Students, such as junior sociol- 
ogy major Ashley Montellano, said 
they walked away from the lecture 
with a better understanding of 
these emerging ethnic groups and 
a better understanding of them- 
selves. 

“I ended up getting a really 
different perspective of what it’s 
like to be bi-racial in today’s so- 
ciety,’ Montellano said. “I like 
to say that I’m Mexican, but in 
truth, I’m really Americanized. 
I don’t speak Spanish very well, 
and although 1 do identify with 
my Mexican culture, I see myself 
as American, and it’s sad because 
I don’t have that strong Mexican 
background.” 

Brianna Flores, a junior journal- 
ism major who originally attended 
the lecture as part of a class assign- 
ment, said she was impressed with 
the presentation. 

“T had no idea that such a large 
segment of the population was Jap- 
anese Peruvian; that really sparked 
my interest,” Flores said. “Initially, 
I wasn’t too familiar with the term 
‘Blaxicans.’ I always thought of it 
as more of a derogatory term, but 
that couldn’t be further from the 
truth.” 
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and get her to share stories about her 
life during WWII. 

“It was difficult getting Clio to 
open it up. It was like pressing an open 
wound to get photographs of her and 
for her to answer my questions, even 
when she was in her 90s,” she said. 
“She told me that she will take her 
story to the grave.”

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Malaysia prime minister: Flight 370 
‘ended in the southern Indian Ocean’ 


BEIJING - A grim-faced Malaysian 
prime minister had an emergency late- 
night news conference Monday, saying 
that the long-missing Malaysian Air- 
lines Flight 370 “ended in the southern 
Indian Ocean” with no hope of survi- 
vors. 

Najib Razak said his conclusion was 
based on new data from the British sat- 
ellite company Inmarsat, identifying 
the last known location of the 
flight as southwest of Perth, 
Australia. 

“This is a remote location 
far from any possible landing 
sites. It is therefore with deep 
sadness and regret that I must 
inform you, that according to 
this new data, Flight MH 370 
ended in the southern Indian 
Ocean,” he said delivering his 
brief statement at the news 
conference in Kuala Lumpur. 

Families of the passengers had been 
gathered together in Kuala Lumpur and 
in Beijing ahead of the news conference, 
and there were unconfirmed reports that 
families had been offered a charter 
flight to Australia. 

In Beijing, paramedics rushed to the 
Lido Hotel to help family members who 
might be overcome with grief. 

Until the end, some held out faint 
hope that the flight, which disappeared 
March 8 on its way from Kuala Lumpur 
to Beijing, might have been hijacked, 
with the passengers being held some- 
where for ransom.

The hunt for the missing Malaysia 
Airlines flight had intensified’ Monday as 
search crews reported more sightings of 
possible debris in the south Indian Ocean, 
including two objects that could be re- 
trieved soon by an Australian vessel. 

Malaysia’s defense minister, Hisham- 
muddin Hussein, said that a search air- 
craft had located two objects and that 
an Australian vessel, the Success, was

“Tt is possible that the objects could 
be received within the next few hours, 
or by tomorrow morning at the lat- 
est,” he said during a Monday evening 
news conference. Hishammuddin said 
that only a few minutes ago Australia’s 
prime minister had informed the prime 
minister of Malaysia about the develop- 
ment. 

If retrieved, the two objects — one 
described as circular colored gray or 
green, and the other rectangular and or- 
ange — would be the first to be found in 
this remote section of the Indian Ocean 


about 1,500 miles off the coast of south- 
west Australia since searchers began fo- 
cusing on this area Thursday. And they 
could provide the first physical evidence 
of the plane that vanished March 8, with 
239 passengers and crew on board. 

In recent days, there has been a grow- 
ing number of satellite and aircraft sight- 
ings of objects in this area that could be 
wreckage from the missing jetliner. 

On Monday, with Chinese and 
Japanese joining an Australian- 
led team of American and New 
Zealand planes, 10 military 
and commercial aircraft in all 
combed an area of about 20,000 
square nautical miles in the south 
Indian Ocean looking for traces 
of Flight 370. 

Earlier in the day, one of the 
two Chinese Ilyushin IL-76 air- 
craft involved in the search re- 
ported seeing “two big floating 
objects with many white smaller ones 
scattered within a radius of several ki- 
lometers,” according to the official New 
China News Agency. 

After the sighting was reported, the 
U.S. Navy P-8 Poseidon plane sought to 
relocate the objects but was unable to do 
so, said the Australian Maritime Safety 
Authority. A Chinese vessel was steam- 
ing toward the area to investigate and 
was expected to arrive in the area by 
Tuesday morning, the news agency said.

INSPIRE HATE 


7 hen the Munchkins rejoiced 

over the passing of the 

Wicked Witch in the land 

of Oz, audiences, watch- 
ing the classic Metro-Goldwyn Mayer film, 
“The Wizard of Oz,” understood the joy that 
comes with the death of an oppressor. So, 
what of the death of Fred Phelps, founder of 
the Westboro Baptist Church and proclaimed 
hater of homosexuals? 

On the Westboro Baptist Church site, www. 
godhatesfags.com, the church brags about its 
daily exploits in the form of “peaceful” side- 
walk demonstrations, where they carry signs 
with phrases like “AIDs CURES FAGS,” 
“THANK GOD FOR AIDS” and “THANK 
GOD FOR DEAD TROOPS.” 

The Westboro Baptist Church is also 
known for picketing military funerals for the 
sole reason that there are gay soldiers. The 
church preaches hatred against the gay com- 
munity, and any individual or institution that 
accepts homosexuality. In other words, the 
church professes a deep hatred for the entire 
U.S. and claims to have the full support of 
God behind this hatred. 

Howcan any tolerant and accepting in- 
dividual in the U.S. not crack a small smile 
at the notion of sending a troop of lesbian, 
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gay, bisexual, transgender, queer (LGBTQ) 
supporters to picket Phelps’s funeral? It 
might sound morally justified to celebrate 
the death of a man who hated so many, but 
we have come to the conclusion that to do so 
would only promote the same kind of nega- 
tivity, intolerance and hatred that Phelps 
held so dear. 

Rather than celebrate his death, we choose 
to take comfort in the hope that the deplor- 
able messages propagated by Phelps could 
simply die right along with him. A funeral is 
no place for political harassment, despite the 
more than 2,000 Facebook likes the Protest 
Fred Phelps’s Funeral page received. 

We would like to see a new wave of toler- 
ance and acceptance, perhaps in the form of 
a new faithful following, rise up in the wake 
of Phelps’s death. The Westboro Baptist 
Church’s membership is somewhere far south 
of 100 people and is primarily composed 
of Phelps’s family members, according to a 
statement made by the church in an interview 
with a reporter from a small newspaper in 
Northwestern Illinois in 2011. 

Without its dynamic founder, we feel that 
the small church will lose steam and eventu- 
ally fade out altogether. 

Since Phelps’s passing on March 19, the 
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media has dedicated a great deal of energy to 
rehashing all of the hateful things Phelps did 
and said throughout his lifetime. 

Headlines in news media and opinion sec- 
tions since Phelp’s death include The Guard- 
ian’s, “Pastor Fred Phelps: ‘An angry, bigoted 
man who thrived on conflict,’” Huffington 
Post’s blog “Why I Don’t Grieve For Fred 
Phelps” and the Baltimore Sun’s “The wasted 
life of Fred Phelps.” 

We feel that this attention does not serve 
to put his hatred and intolerance to rest along 
with his body. 

High-profile news media headlines kept the 
message simple, such as Chicago Tribune’s 
“Death of Fred Phelps” and New York Times’

opinion and blog headlines from news media 
have taken over the news section, which may 
lead readers to believe that news publications 
stand by rejoicing Phelps’s death. 

So no, we will not be singing praises of joy 
over Phelps’s grave; though, perhaps there 
are munchkins somewhere over the rainbow 
singing “Ding-dong, Phelps is dead!” and 
carrying gay pride banners down the yellow 
brick road.

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MISHANDLED MALAYSIA MySsTERY

n Monday morning, 

the media, along with 

Malaysian leadership, 

spread the latest bit of 
news in this story — that is, they 
announced that the location of the 
airplane is clearly known, and the 
fate of the passengers on board is 
tragic. With phrases of ambiguity 
like “allegedly” and “fairly certain,” 
the impression has been given that 
the crisis of Flight 370 is over. 

However, neither experts nor 
specialists have found the airplane 
that has made headlines these 
past couple of weeks.

message from the airline stating, 
“Malaysia Airlines deeply regrets 
that we have to assume beyond any 
reasonable doubt that MH370 has 
been lost and that none of those on 
board survived.

That’s right. In the name of 
utilizing the latest technology, a 
classic “DGAF” text was sent to 
those whose trauma and turmoil 
have already been exploited and 
sensationalized across the media 
for the past two weeks. 

Efficient communication is not 
the excuse here either. A press 
conference would have been just 
as swift in terms of delivering 
the information, and at least that 
would have been more personal. 
This was a poorly handled cop- 
out on the part of the airline 
responsible, to an extent, for the 
mystery of Flight 370. 

It is always a good thing, in 
situations like this, for informa- 
tion to be provided to loved ones 
in order to allow them some 
closure; however, I don’t think 
that dangling false implications 
across the media is giving anyone 
closure. 

In fact, Monday afternoon, 
CNN broadcasted an interview 
with the brother of a passenger 
who said he isn’t ready to give up 
looking or to give up on a miracle 
recovery of the plane. 

The passengers’ loved ones 
should not be told that it is, in 
fact, time to grieve — they were 
already doing that anyway.

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Quality show bogged down

Perhaps cat-lovers had more in com- 
mon with “By the Bog of Cats”, but 
aside from the elaborate set and move- 
ment piece in the closing of the play, 
Cal State Long Beach’s production 
of the 1998 play, by Marina Carr, left 
much to be desired. 

Loosely based on the Greek trag- 
edy of Medea, the play tells the story 
of Hester Swayne, played by Alyssa 
Garcia. An unpredictable, loose-can- 
non of a woman, Swayne clings to the 
memory of her mother as everything 
she holds dear is taken from her by 
those around her. Garcia gave an un- 
even performance, though her des- 
perate, maniacal laughter in the final 
moments of the play was perfectly 
haunting. 

Stripped of its layers of ambigu- 
ous mentions of ghosts and death, the 
play may have been more clear. The 
irony of a woman who kills her child 
to keep her from her father is already 
exciting enough — at least, it was for 
the Greeks. Why should the Irish need 
something more? 

On that note, accents are extremely 
difficult to understand, and it is incred- 
ibly distracting when it feels like more 
effort is being put into an accent than 
anything else. The play, though origi- 
nally produced in Dublin, includes no 
major piece of plot that makes Ireland a 
necessary setting. 


With the exception of the obviously 
more experienced actors, the students 


who performed in the campus produc- ' 


tion may have been more comfortable 
on stage in their own dialects. This does 
not include Carolina Montenegro, who 
played Swayne’s 7-year-old daughter, 


Josie Kilbride.

The overwhelming darkness of the 
show was interrupted with the comic 
relief of Lottie Frick, who played the 
role of young Josie’s grandmother.

Frick’s performance was caricature in 
nature, but sharp in execution. 

Her timing, paired with a limitless 
connection to every element of her 
scenes, made for a sophisticated por- 
trayal of a very immature and obnox- 
ious character. The scenes in which 
Montenegro and Frick shared the stage 
felt the smoothest. 

Though obviously a show put on 
by a newer class of students in the 
CSULB Theatre Department, the pro- 
duction probably exceeded expecta- 
tions. It is only the fault of director 
Alexis Macnab that the production 
was comprised of over-played emo- 
tions on stage that most likely wiped 
out the actors’ voices, and seemed to 
drain them of energy by the end of the 
show. 

That said, the students in the show 
withheld nothing from their audience. 
In the various scenes they sent their 
energy at each other with an unrivaled 
intensity that was engaging and enter- 
taining, despite the more administra- 
tive short-comings of the play. 

All of the necessary elements of a 
quality production were in place, and 
the final moments of the show were dy- 
namically dressed up with lighting and 
sound effects.

Through the eyes of a triathlete

Now that it’s springtime, athletes are 
grabbing their shoes, bikes and swim 
caps to train for the Long Beach Triath- 
lon that comes at the end of the summer. 

For most people, doing three differ- 
ent kinds of exercise in a day is unheard 
of. For Cal State Long Beach student 
Jennifer D’Amato, preparing for such a 
race is a lifestyle. 

D’Amato is an amateur triathlete, 
holding a full-time career while com- 
peting in triathao- 
lons, races that 
combine swim- 
ming, biking and 
running. 

The triathlon 
was first invented 
as an alternative 
workout for the 
San Diego track 
club in the early 
‘70s, according 
to totaltriathlon. 
org. Their train- 
ing regimen con- 
sisted of a swim 
of about one third 
of a mile, a 5-mile 
bike ride and a 
6.2-mile run. The 
first triathlon was 
held in San Diego’s Mission Bay in 
1974, and 15 years later, the race gained 
olympic status, according to the web- 
site. 

The Long Beach Triathlon contes- 
tants swim a. course through the wa- 
ter inside the break-wall and bike on 
Shoreline Drive along the Queensway 
Bridge and past the Queen Mary. Ath- 
letes then finish the race with a run next

to Shoreline Village and the Marina. 

D’Amato said she started training for 
triathlons in 2005 after she received a 
flier in the mail for Team in Training, 
an organization that raises funds for 
leukemia and lymphoma research. She 
started training with a desire to help 
others, but soon became hooked on the 
sport itself. 

Her first triathlon was an Olympic 
distance triathlon, which consists of 
a swim of just under one mile, a 24.8- 
mile bike ride, and a 6.2-mile run — a 
daunting task for someone who has just 
started the sport. 

When asked why she would put her- 
self through this 
intense feat of en- 
durance, D’Amato 
simply replied, 
“the challenge”. 

“Tt’s more than 
just the [race]. It’s 
the training, eat- 
ing healthy, feeling 
healthy,” she said. 
“Training for me is 
like ‘me time”. 

In preparation 
for her next race 
in July, the June 
Lake Half Iron- 
man, a normal 
day of training for 
D’Amato involves 
two of the three 
legs of the com- 


petition. : 

D’Amato starts the day by swimming 
early in the morning for about an hour 
and a half with a coach around five days 
a week. After a full work day, D’Amato 
finds the time to pump out a five mile 
run at night four days of the week. 

As the race draws closer, she said she 
will incorporate more biking, her stron- 
gest leg, to her workouts. 


June Lake Half Ironman will be 
raced at a 7,000 foot elevation. For the 
race, D’Amato will be training in a 
higher altitude to acclimate herself to 
the increased elevation. 

D’Amato said that her biggest strug- 
gle is finding the time to train. For her 
elite-triathlete friends, training is a 
full-time job with work on the side. 

“I take time [to train] wherever I 
can find it,” D’Amato said. “As I’ve 
grown older, I’ve realized [training] 
is one of those things that you can al- 
ways find time for. You might have 
to give up one thing for another, it 
just depends on what your priorities 


Although she enjoys triathlons, she 
doesn’t know if she would want to be a 


full-time triathlete. : 

“There are too many other things 
that I enjoy doing, I don’t want training 
to take over my life.” 

Being on the course for extended 
periods of time requires a strong re- 
solve and willpower to keep pushing 
to the next mile. During an Ironman 
race, which consists of a 2.4-mile 
swim, a 112-mile bike ride and a 
26.2-mile run, in France, D’Amato 
said that her stomach became bloated 
and it became almost unbearable to 
continue. She pushed through the 
pain and ended up finishing the race 
with a time of 14 hours and 40 min- 


utes. 
“Tt was a constant battle in my head,” 
D’Amato said. “I just kept telling my- 
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self, ‘just go one more mile’. 

For people who are seeking motiva- 
tion to race or think that triathlon is im- 
possible, D’Amato said that she knows 
a few athletes that go against the odds. 
Her friend, Scott Rigby, who was in a 
car accident when he was 19 and is a 
double below-the-knee amputee, still 
completes Ironman races despite his 
disability. 

“If he can do it, there’s no reason that 
you can’t do it,’ D’Amato said. 

She said she hopes to continue doing 
triathlons and staying healthy. 

For those planning to compete in the 
Long Beach triathlon, the race is set for 
Aug. 17 and will consist of a half-mile 
swim, 11-mile cycle and a 3-mile run to 
cross the finish line.

for the Serie A team Virtus Bologna. 
Now he’s in Philadelphia, ready to make his NBA 
debut for the 76ers. 

The 76ers announced Monday that they had signed 
Ware to a 10-day contract, helping the former Long Beach 
State point guard fulfill a lifelong dream of playing on 
basketball’s biggest stage. 

“I’ve been dreaming about putting on an NBA jersey,” 
Ware said. “When my agent told me, I was like ‘dang.’ But 
it didn’t hit me until this morning when I actually signed 
the contract. It was a rush.” 

Ware, who has spent the first two years of his profes- 
sional career playing in Italy, said he talked to his agent in 
early March about the opportunity to sign a 10-day con- 
tract with an NBA team. He and Virtus Bologna parted 
ways so that he could work out, and he boarded a flight 
to Philadelphia. 

That was on March 10. After nearly two weeks of wait- 
ing and negotiating, Ware has his first NBA contract. 

Because he signed a 10-day contract, Ware can be acti- 
vated immediately. Two of the 76ers upcoming games are 
against the Houston Rockets and Detroit Pistons, a pair of 
teams Ware played for during the NBA summer league. 

Asked if he will have any extra motivation when play- 
ing against two teams that didn’t offer him a contract, 
Ware said there were no hard feelings. 

“I was just happy they gave me an opportunity,” he 
said. : 

Ware now has 10 days to prove he belongs in the NBA, 
which amounts to six games. The 76ers, which have the 
league’s second-worst record at 15-55 and have lost their 
last 24 games, are in a position to let Ware make the most 
of his opportunity. 

“J just need to play my game and play hard,” Ware said. 
“(My brand of] basketball got me here, and if they offer 
me an extension, great.” 

Ware, who will wear No. 17 with the 76ers, will be- 
come the 19th player from LBSU to play in the NBA. 
Ware will be the first LBSU alumnus to play for an NBA 
team since Bryon Russell retired following the 2005-06 
season. 

“Tt means a lot; I learned a lot from Long Beach State,” 
Ware said. “Now I’m a brand for the university.” 

Ware had his debut Monday night in San Antonio, 
where the 76ers took on the Spurs. He played 10 minutes 
and finished with one rebound and no points.
